Mrs. Poore Urges 
New School Planning 
Begin Immediately

The number of new children who might be 
moving into Andover in the next few years 
is more than enough to fill a schoolhouse, 
School Committee member Susan Poore 
said this week — and she suggested that 
Andover start exploring the possibility of 
building a new school right now. 

As part of the committee’s decision on 
whether to reopen the Shawsheen School 
next year or lease it for other than school 
department use, Poore has researched new 
construction underway or coming up in 
town (based on building permits issued and 
plans proposed to the Planning Board). 

Tuesday night, she told her colleagues she 
has mapped out 500 houses either newly- 
built or about to be built in Andover in the 
months ahead; using what she called a 
conservative guess of one child per house- 
hold, that would mean at least 500 new 
students in the town. 

New housing is springing up in areas all 
over town, Poore noted, and new school-age 
residents could strain all the schools, par- 
ticularly West Elementary (she called the 
nearby Andover Country Club development, 
with more than 300 homes, a ‘‘terrible lump 
of new housing’), and the South School 
district. 

‘Potentially, we have a much bigger 
problem than we thought,’’ the committee 
member said, predicting that Andover’s 
continuing ‘‘high growth’ may have ‘‘long- 
term ramifications’ for the school. (She 
added that at 28,000, the town is only at 
little more than half of its projected ulti- 
mate population of 50,000. ) 

Re-opening the Shawsheen and redistrict- 
ing may not be enough, Poore said. She told 
the committee they should begin planning 
to build a new school now, noting that plan- 
ning usually takes five years and construc- 
tion, two or three years. Adding onto 
existing buildings may be another possibili- 
ty. she added.

The new tax rate, approved by the state 
Department of Revenue this week, is $20.50 
per thousand dollars of valuation, according 
to the assessors’ office. That represents a 
50-cent increase over last year’s $20 rate. 

That total breaks down into $11.62 as the 
school department's share of the tax rate, 
and $8.88 on the town side. 

Taxes are due Dec. 23, Muise said; late 
payments will be subject to 14 percent 
interest. The collector/treasurer’s office at 
Town Hall is open 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
Monday through Friday, and will also be 
open from 6 to 8 p.m. on the Monday eve- 
nings of Nov. 28, Dec. 5, Dec. 12, and Dec. 
19 

Taxpayers who have not received a bill 
within one week should contact the treasur- 
er’s office, Muise said 

Residents who wish to appeal the prop- 
erty valuations reflected in their tax bills 
have 30 days to file for an abatement. Appli-

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A 30-Year Marine Retires Regretfully

For 30 years he has been a United States 
Marine, first on active duty for three years, 
and for the past 27 years in the reserves. He 
is a master gunnery sergeant — the highest 
rank an enlisted man can achieve — and he 
has the longest service record in the Law- 
rence Marine Reserve Unit. This fall he 
retired — but not because he wanted to. 

‘The Marine Corps has a policy that after 
30 years of active duty and/or reserve duty, 
that’s it,’’ Andover resident Robert Lange 
explains. ‘‘I did everything I could to stay in 
another two years, except go to Washing- 
ton, and I wouldn't do that.”’ 

M.Sgt. Lange left active duty with the 
career skills to start his own business as a 
freelance court reporter, and he leaves the 
reserves with regret. The Marines, he says, 
have given him his “‘life’s work,”’ a sense of 
‘comradeship’’ with his fellow Marines, 
and a lifetime worth of memories 

He retired Sept. 1. Last month, the Law- 
rence reserve unit presented him with an 
ornate ceremonial sword to commemorate 
his years of service. And last Saturday 
night, as guest of honor at the annual Ma- 
rine Corps Birthday Ball in Lawrence, he 
used that sword to cut the birthday cake 
(The Marine Corps is 208 years old this 
month. ) 

A quiet man with a distinctly military 
bearing, the master sergeant speaks of his 
Marine experiences with understatement 
He has lived in Andover since he married 
his wife, Ann, 24 years ago. The Langes live 
on Holt Road with their two daughters 

Ruth Ann, now attending Curry College 
and Carol, now studying at Fazio’s hair 
dresSing school in Lawrence), one dog, and 
a number of cats 

As a boy growing up on a Methuen farm 
he always admired the military, and en- 
joyed marching with the cadet corps in high 
school. After one year at Bridgewater State 
College (‘‘they didn’t ask me to come back 
a second year’’), he tried to become a Navy 
frogman, ‘‘but they didn’t want me.”’ 

The Marines wanted him, and promised 
him career training. In September 1953, he 
headed for boot camp on Parris Island, S.C 

Parris Island seems like yesterday,’ he 
says. ‘‘Boot camp is a memory that every 
Marine has until the end — it’s excellent 
training. There's a lot of foolishness, too.”’ 

At yeoman’s school in Norfolk, Va., he 
learned shorthand — the promised career 
training — and became private secretary to 
the late Gen. Louis ‘‘Chesty”’ Puller, one of 
the most decorated generals in Marine his- 
tory and an officer revered as a Marine's 
hero 

He was admired by all the enlisted men 
and officers,’ the sergeant remembers 
‘‘He was a dynamic person who didn’t pull 
strings for anybody.’’ M.Sgt. Lange says he 
does not know why, but General Puller took 
a special interest in him: ‘‘I was in the right 
place at the right time 

The general ‘‘absolutely’’ influenced his 
career and his life. ‘‘He instilled in me a 
feeling of wanting to be proud of what you 
are and what you do. He made me want to 
be a success as a Marine, and as a man.’ 

During 1955 and 1956, M.Sgt. Lange 


served as a legal clerk (in civilian terms, a 
court stenographer) and saw action with 
the Sixth Fleet at Port Lyauty, French 
Morocco, on the northern coast of Africa 

Morocco gained its freedom from France 
during his 


service there. ‘‘Those were 


memorable days.”’ He has still not forgot- 
ten marching in the country’s victory pa- 
rade in his heavy woolen dress blues ‘“‘in 
that foolish heat’’ 110 degrees. (The air 
corps, he notes, was more appropriately 
dressed in shorts and pith helmets.) Or the 
night he spent in jail for selling a camel 
without a permit 

The Moroccan city of Marrakesh became 
one of his favorite places, although he never 
liked the city of Fez. Later, he enjoyed 
Spain, Germany, and the cities of Naples, 
London, Constantinople. He traveled to Tur- 
key, Lebanon, Malta, an African nation 
called the Land of the Blue People (where, 
for some unexplained reason, the people's 
skin and even their goats had a blue tinge) 

- and to Timbuktu (which was‘‘barren”’ 
and not very impressive) 

‘It was extremely interesting,’ the Ma- 
rine says of those years. ‘‘I was probably 
the only Marine stenographer stationed in 
the area, and I had access to almost all the 
Marine embassies in Europe.” 

He sat in on court martials, most fre- 
quently for A.W.O.L. servicemen. He land- 
ed on an aircraft carrier in the 
Mediterranean for a larceny case, and once 
boarded the battleship New Jersey. He re- 
calls one court martial in Malta involving 
11 nationalities — which meant 11 interpret- 
ers were needed 

The Marine liked court reporting and 
planned to re-enlist and make a career of 
the Corps. But a ‘young lady’’ back in the 
States suggested that he take advantage of 
the G.I. Bill, leave the service and go to 
school. ‘I followed her advice, and that 
young lady’s been my wife for the past 24 
years 

As a Marine stenographer he believed 
there ‘‘must be some better way’ than 
shorthand to do the job. He learned a better 
way during two years of full-time study at 
the Boston Stereotype School 

The stereotype is a mechanical form of 
shorthand used in most courts today,”’ he 
explains. The stenographer has the com- 
plete alphabet at each hand, except for the 
vowels, which are hit with the thumbs 
Some letters are formed by combining oth- 
ers (the letter n, for instance, is formed by 
striking the t, p and h keys simultaneously 
with the left hand — or by striking p and b 
with the right hand) 

Words are spelled phonetically (cat be- 
comes ‘‘kat’’), and there are ‘‘thousands’”’ 
of abbreviations for legal terms (YARD is 

beyond a reasonable doubt’’; UTS is ‘‘un- 
der the circumstances). ‘It's like learning 
a language,’’ he notes 

Although he felt some ‘‘uncertainty’ 
about leaving the security of military life 

it's a big world out there’’ — M.Sgt. Lange 
had no qualms about opening his own office 
as a freelance court stenographer 25 years 
ago. ‘‘I didn’t give it any thought,”’ he says 
It's something I wanted to do, and I did 
it

Specializes in maritime liti- 
preserving his Marine ties to the 
sea — and his business is one of the largest 
Sstenography services in New England, with

rapher for the Supreme Judicial Court of

the murder trial of George Edgerly of Low- 
ell, a hearing on the Chappaquidick inci- 
dent, the sinking of the Argo Merchant off 
the coast of Nantucket, (‘‘We're involved in 
almost every maritime disaster north of 
North Carolina’’), the work of the Massa- 
chusetts Crime Commission 

And for the past 27 years, he has devoted 
one weekend each month and two weeks 
each summer to the Marine Corps Reserve 
He joined the Lawrence Reserve Unit (with 
his mother’s encouragement) to ‘‘keep my 
finger in it, and because I liked it. I felt an 
obligation to the Marines — they sent me to 
school and taught me my life’s work.’’ 

In the reserves, he has served in Marine 
courtrooms all along the Eastern seaboard, 
and has filled other roles as well: some 
years as a drill sergeant, some years as a 
first sergeant. He has been through winter 
survival training and summer survival 
training, practiced boarding vessels and 
landing from vessels, and put in his time on 
the rifle range. (‘‘Every Marine is basically 
a rifleman — no one is excused from rifle 


training.’’) 

Training is ‘‘a lot of fun,’’ the Marine 
says, even though ‘‘sometimes it can be 
rugged.’ He has seen gentler duty in his 
work on the Marines’ Toys for Tots pro- 
gram in Lawrence for the last several 
Christmases. That role has taken him to 
Andover elementary schools, where the 
children admired his dress blues; one Girl 
Scout troop honored him with a friendship 
badge 


In recent weeks the Marines have figured 
in some of this country’s most dramatic and 
tragic news events in years. Of the invasion 
of Grenada, M.Sgt. Lange says, ‘It was 
something long past due. A lot of American 
people are starting to realize there are 
some people who are apt to give us prob- 
lems on our back door. I’ve always been an 
advocate of a strong homefront, and Grena- 
da is close enough to home.” 

On Lebanon, his feelings are far less

the service. Bishop and Mrs. Siyachitema have 
been VAsitors in the Episcopal Diocese of Massachu- 


» setts since early October and will visit Andover 


Saturday and Sunday. Rose Siyachitema will be the 
featured speaker at a forum at 9 a.m. Sunday. 

Born the son of a policeman in Harare, Zim- 
babwe, Bishop Siyachitema was educated in Zim- 
babwe and Zambia and trained as a school teacher. 
His first assignment was at St. Patrick’s School in 
Gweru, where he became deputy headmaster in 
1954. He met his future wife, Rose, who was 
brought up at the Anglican mission station called 
Daramombe and was studying at St. Patrick's to 
become a teacher. They married in 1958 and their 
first child, Florence, was born at St. Patrick’s 

Soon after they moved to St. Cyprian’s, a large 
primary school near Bulawayo, their second daugh- 
ter, Rosemary, was born. After two years there, 
they joined the government service in Bulawayo. 
Their third child, John, was born there and is now 
studying at Cushing Academy in Ashburnham, 
Mass. They also have fourth child, Elizabeth, who 
is 12 years old . 

The Bishop was ordained to the priesthood on 
Sept. 26, 1971. Two years later he was appointed 
Archdeacon. In 1978 he was named the first black 
dean at the predominantly white St. John’s Cathe- 
dral in Bulawayo. Then on July 10, 1981, he was 
elected Bishop of the Diocese of the Lundi and was 
consecrated on October 4 together with Bishop 
Elijah Masuko of the Diocese of Manicaland 


A special Thanksgiving service, 
open to the community, will be 
held Thanksgiving morning at 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
278 North Main St., Andover. 

The service will begin at 10:30 
with a hymn and includes Bible 
reading reflecting the Psalmist’s 
gratitude even in the midst of his 
turbulent era — ‘‘How excellent is 
thy loving kindness, O God. . . the 
children of men put their trust 
under the shadow of thy wings.

negotiate: Foster’s Pond, Cardigan Road, 
and parts of Shawsheen Road 

Adding those vehicles will require some 
re-routing, and Paul said the new routes 
would go into effect Monday, Nov. 28. Buses 
in the West Elementary School area have 
already been re-routed to eliminate over- 
crowding on some buses (those new routes 
are published elsewhere in this edition), 
and those routes will take effect next Mon- 
day 

The transportation department had also 
considered re-routing buses to Bancroft and 
South schools, the manager said, but found 
the existing routes were the best alterna- 
tive and decided to maintain those routes. 

Paul said adding two vehicles would take 
care of all transportation needs for the 
schools this year, eliminating overcrowded 
buses and late pick-up and delivery of stu- 
dents. 

In recent weeks some parents have told 
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the committee they were concerned that 
students were being ferced to stand on 
buses because there were not enough seats 
for all the riders. The overcrowding re- 
sulted from a school committee decision to 
add some children who had been walking to 
the bus routes, because those children lived 
in areas that were potentially hazardous for

Doyle Lumber Begins 
Expansion Program 


Doyle Lumber Co., an old Andover -busi- 
ness and located on the same thoroughfare 
since Chandler Road was a dirt road, will 
move to a new location in the spring. 

Russell G. Doyle, owner, said this week 
that construction is underway on a new 30,- 
000 square foot building to house show-

A Disgraceful Act 


Veteran’s Day morning provided a bleak picture 
for those attending the special memorial services 
scheduled for the Ballardvale Green. 

Two of the flags which had been placed Thursday 
afternoon had been stolen, and third, as shown 
here, was ripped and the pole bent over. 

Last Friday’s observance of the patriotic holiday 
marked an extension of the Memorial Flag pro- 
gram to Ballardvale and appropriate services 
noted the sacrifice of ten young men who gave 
their lives in Korea and Vietnam. 

That persons chose to mar that observance 
through such a disgraceful act of stealing and 
destroying American Flags is sad commentary on 
the times in which we live. 

There is, of course, always hope that one day 


those responsible may be apprehended and appro- 
priate action taken. 

In the meantime, there is consolation that the 
Patriotic Holiday Committee, which is in charge 
of the Memorial Flags program, will continue 
their efforts to make Andover a noteworthy com- 
munity on meaningful U.S. holidays. 

Veterans Agent John Lewis said this week that 
the program of collecting and numbering the flags 
given the town by families of veternas would 
continue and plans to expand the program to other 
areas of the community would go forward.

50 Years Ago — November 1933 

A special town meeting will be held in the near 
future for the purpose of ascertaining whether the 
town wishes to add to the school facilities under the 
federal loan plan, as a result of a request to the 
selectmen made at a meeting of the school commit- 
tee Wednesday night. The warrant will ask to see if 
the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sums 
of $230,000 for a new junior high school building and 
new heating plant for all the buildings, $110,000 for 
an assembly hall to be used both by junior high and 
senior high pupils, and $66,000 for a gymnasium. 

The school board settled the milk problem last 
Wednesday night. Sidney P. White, local milkman, 
appeared before the committee, stating that a year 
ago he was not allowed an opportunity to bid on the 
milk supply, and that he wished to be allowed the 
opportunity of doing so this year. He was assured 
that all local dealers whose milk could satisfy the 
specifications would have an opportunity to bid. 

The unique plan of having a meatless meal each 
week will again be used at Phillips academy this 
year in an effort to help out local charitable institu- 
tions in their winter campaigns against the depres- 
sion, according to a vote taken at the School 
meeting held in the Chapel Wednesday morning.

The loss officially eliminated Andover from con- 
sideration for both the MVC title and a berth in the 
Eastern Mass. Division II Super Bow! at Sullivan 
Stadium on December 3. 

The possibilities for either honor were slim, but 
still a reality before the loss to the Indians. 

Andover now enters its Thanksgiving morning 
finale with a 6-2-1 overall record, while Billerica 
improved to 2-6-1 with the victory. 

The MVC championship and the Bowl berth will 
be up for grabs when Dracut (8-1-0) and Methuen 
(8-1-0) collide on Thanksgiving. Chelmsford (7-2-0) 
was also removed from the picture following a 25-16 
loss to Central Catholic. 

Central (5-4-0) hosts the Golden Warriors at Vet- 
erans Stadium in the 1983 wrapup for both teams on 
November 24 with AHS looking to beat the Red 
Raiders for the first time since 1980. 

Last Saturday’s defeat can be blamed primarily 
on turnovers, five of them, as Indians’ noseguard 
Keith Frevold recovered two AHS fumbles and All-

The Warriors also had a fieldgoal attempt

Once again the Andover defensive unit played an 
outstanding game, holding the opposition to eight 
points or less for the eight straight time 

Billerica, which committed two turnovers, fin- 
ished with 102 yards rushing, 50 yards passing and 
nine first downs 

Spearheading the Golden Warriors’ defense this 
past weekend were Mike Gibson, who was coming 
off a shoulder injury, Ian Dowe, linebacker Bob 
Stabile, rugged junior Brian McAnally, ace thief 
Chris Scarpa and Mark Nardone 

Gibson participated in well over a dozen tackles, 
four of them unassisted, and also had a hand in two 
AHS quarterback sacks 

Dowe played probably his ‘‘meanest’’ game in the 
defensive line, taking part in 10 tackles (two unas- 
sisted), while Stabile had several key stops, McA 
nally a fumble recover, Scarpa his ninth 
interception of the year (19th for the team) and 
Nardone a number of tough hits

Coach Mike Esposito, a former record-shattering

Through the years Andover has always been a

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Recognizing A Problem 


By Jeanie Powers 


‘Can we talk here?” Comedienne Joan Rivers 
used this line in her monologues to punctuate sensi- 
tive, highly personal topics. The words, followed by 
laughter, take the edge off. They ease the pinch of 
realness ‘‘such topics” means for each of us. In- 
laws, money, jobs, car problems, children, neighi- 
bors, alcohol—ah— 

‘Alcohol’ ‘‘Drugs”’ ‘‘Substance Use and Abuse.”’ 
Lingo in itself; insulation to distance me and you 
from what? The ‘‘what” of problems with alcohol 
and drugs reverberate daily with radio spots (‘Call 
X,Y,Z for help’’) television briefs (‘‘Denial is a 
sign’’) and newspaper horror stories of famous and, 
yes, everday people. Just this past week, even 
Nancy Reagan, in a national televized special 
‘Chemical People’’ voiced her concern and com- 
mitment to the epidemic she feels is wrecking our 
most valuable natural resource, the next genera- 
tion. The problem and possible solutions were high- 
lighted with situations in places such as 
Pennsylvania and California. Situations close 
enough for felt concern, but far enough away for 
rational detachment. 

We in Andover know there is an ecumenical 
problem with alcohol and drugs. But that doesn’t 
mean our town, our schools, our next generation, 
our families, ourselves, does it? Here, it is a the- 
oretical subject for discussion at the very least. At 
the very most, the issue is one for others, but not 
for me nor my family personally. ‘Can we talk 
here?”’ 

Various Andover agencies, groups and officials 
have repeatedly grappled with identifying the shape 
of substance use and abuse, as well as how to 
present the information to the community. There 
have been booklets and pamphlets distributed, nu- 
merous articles written and community forums 
where once 11 people from the total populace at- 
tended. Surveys were conducted about adult and 
students in the secondary schools use of alcohol and 
drugs. Some numbers became apparent; coveted 
statistics began to mount. In 1979 the Andover Task 
Force on Substance Use and Abuse was formed. A 
joint effort between the Andover School Depart- 
ment and the Department of Community Services 
and community residents, this group has consis- 
tently sought various approaches to the problem of 
not only direct care access, but also how to elicit 
citizen response, awareness and support for action.

There was recognition that the school and commu- 
nity share responsibility for dealing with substance 
use and abuse. The goal of the committee was to 
develop a program to address the needs of those 
directly connected to the school community. 

After more than a year of intensive planning, a 
comprehensive plan to address the issues of chemi- 
cal use was implemented. Following in-depth train- 
ing by the Johnson Institute of Minnesota, 
nationally renown, innovative authorities in the 
field of chemical dependency, Core teams have 
been established within the community and each 
school. These teams have been designated as the 
ASK teams for their abilities to provide Assess- 
ment, Support and Knowledge regarding alcohol 
and drugs. The overall goals are to develop a 
receptive climate for early and effective interven- 
tion, stimulate prevention measures to diminish 
and prevent chemical abuse, address dysfunctional 
behaviors of concern, provide support for individu- 
als making responsible choices. 

The focus of these goals will differ with each 
school and team, although referrals and the assess- 
ment process will be common to all. The teams 
accept referrals from teachers, students, parents

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Manageable Class Sizes To Be 
School Budget Planning Priority 


The School Committee will make man- 
ageable class sizes its ‘first priority’’ in 
planning next year’s school budget, Chair- 
man Richard Neal said Tuesday, in re- 
sponse to an elementary school study 
completed by a parents’ ‘‘grassroots’’ com- 
mittee last year 

Neal said the committee will aim for 
specific class sizes when budgeting for next 
year’s teaching staff, because the study 
pinpointed class sizes as one of parents’ 
major concerns 

(The chairman did not specify what tar- 
get figure would be used for class sizes, but 
earlier this month Superintendent Kenneth 
Seifert said he would recommend elemen- 
tary classes of 17 to 21 students in kinder- 
garten, 19 to 23 students in grades one 
through three, and 21 to 25 students in 
grades four through six.) 

Susan Poore and Donald Robb formed a 
sub-committee to review the elementary 
study, and this week Poore reported briefly 
on the sub-committee’s findings (Robb was 
absent) 

She suggested the school committee focus 
on four ‘key areas’’ from the study: the 
time allotted to various subjects in the 
schools (for example, art, music, physical 
education); the way programs are imple- 
mented and pilot programs are used 
throughout the system; the grouping of 
students; and ways to improve communica- 
tion among staff members 

The study includes other areas that 
should be discussed, she said, but those are 
the four that merit ‘primary emphasis and 
focus.’’ Among other aspects included in 
the study: aide time, computer literacy 
math and science labs 

Poore said she would like the administra- 
tion to return to the committee with ideas 
on each of those areas within one month, 
before the committee continues to discuss 
the study 

The chairman added that he would like to 
consider ‘‘some type of open enrollment’”’ 
plan as well, to go along with the possibili- 
ties of reopening the Shawsheen School and 
redistricting in future years 

Neal said open enrollment might elimi- 
nate the need for frequent redistricting, and 
ease the burden on schools located in neigh-

borhoods experiencing dramatic growth. 

Some parents who participated in the 
grassroots study told the committee they 
were disappointed that results of the study, 
completed last Dec. 1, were not reflected in 
the current school budget. The parents said 
they felt ‘‘frustrated’’ because their recom- 
mendations were not implemented this 
year and ‘‘nothing has happened’’ in the 
past year 

Neal responded that it was ‘‘never the 
intention of the school committee not to 
follow these guidelines,’’ and maintained it 
was ‘‘not valid’ to say the committee had 
overlooked the study’s recommendations. 

He said that the committee had a ‘“‘vari- 
ety of priorities’’ to consider in arriving at 
its current budget, and noted that each 
recommendation carried with it a budget 
impact: ‘‘These aren’t the only recommen- 
dations that came before us,’’ he told the 
parents 

The chairman assured the grassroots 
committee members that the school com- 
mittee is ‘‘working toward’’ their goals —

mers his heartfelt thanks—but 
how much? Then we have a real 
problem. If the service is inade- 
quate and you don’t want to tip— 
don't. 

Or leave a token tip. Some folks 
have little signs they leave in res- 
taurants and hotel rooms thanking 
the recipient for services ren- 
dered, and adding ‘‘sorry, but tip- 
ping is against my principles.”’ 

There are pros and cons on this 
one and a rule of thumb could be 
based on what kind of wages the 
servant receives. If the person 
works only for tips — and some do, 
then give a tip. If service is excel- 
lent, be generous. Where a living 
wage is paid anyway, think in 
terms of how good the service 
was, and tip accordingly. Tips are 
a way of life in most of the world 
and the well-greased palm is the 
one on which the system turns 
Some balance between no tips and 
too liberal a tip is desired 


You've just finished a superb 
meal in a leading Parisian restau- 
rant. As the obsequious waiter 
hovers at your right elbow and the 
wine steward smiles encouraging- 
ly on the left, you wonder nervous- 
ly how much of a tip they expect—

The question of tips is a touchy 
one. On the one hand, too small a 
tip may create a scene at the 
worst.

For centuries, England was a world lead- 
er in manvfacturing silver. 

The British aristocracy encouraged the 
design and production of magnificent gold 
and silver tableware, flatware, lighting de- 
vices and. objects of vertu. 

Laws strictly contolled silversmiths and 
governed silver content with elaborate 
methods of identification under the direc- 
tion of the Goldsmiths Company. 

During the colonial period of our history, 
the austere life here and the demands of 
establishing homes in the wilderness dis- 
couraged the development of the American 
silversmith. For this reason, silver of our 
colonial period is extremely rare and valu- 
able. 

Not subject to the laws of the English 
Guild, American silver was generally in- 
dentified by the maker’s name alone. 

Much of the work of colonial silversmiths 
was devoted to supplying church silver. 
They closely followed traditional British 
design, except in New York, where the 
Dutch incluence was felt. 

By 1830, the industrial revolution affected 
silversmiths, as well as other craftsmen. 


At this time, the words, COIN, PURE 
COIN or WARRENTED, were used to indi- 
cate that the metal used was .900 pure —the 
same quality as coin from the U.S. mint. 

As our country grew, American smiths 
became more dominant in the field of pro- 
ducing fine silver articles. In the 1850's, our 
silver manufacturers began classifying sil- 
ver with the indentifiation, STERLING, 
signifying it as .925 part silver and .075 
other metals. 

Thus most silver marked, COIN, PURE 
COIN or WARRENTED, was manufac- 
tured between 1830 and 1850. Although it 
varies slightly in silver content, generally it 
contains about .900 parts silver. It also 
frequentlytly appears lighter in weight and 
more fragile than STERLING. 

The years before 1830 were the golden 
years of hand craftsmanship. The name of 
the maker, if identified on your silver, may 
greatly affect its value. 

Before hastening to sell your COIN silver, 
it might be well to seek the advice of a 
qualified dealer in antique silver. In some 
cases, antique and artistic value will far 
exceed the value of silver content alone.

Save You Morey 


‘Dining out can be significantly 
cheaper than preparing and eating 
the same meal at home,’’ says 
Professor Lee Kreul of Purdue 
University’s School of Consumer 
and Family Sciences. ‘‘In fact, it 
can be as much as 92 percent 
cheaper in some cases!”’ 

Kreul’s statement is based on a 
recently completed study evaluat- 
ing the cost dynamics of home vs 
restaurant dining commissioned 
by the Time Out Institute 

One role most women continue 
to dominate is that of meal plan- 
ner-preparer with total food bud- 
geting and expenditure 
responsibilities. ‘‘We wanted to 
know if making a meal from 
scratch was still the most econom- 
ical and practical means of feed- 
ing her family,’’ commented 
Kreul. ‘‘So many aspects of wom- 
en's lives and family structure 
have changed, we felt certain tra- 
ditional meal economics may well 
have changed also 

Kreul’s assumption proved cor- 
rect. His study compared eight 
different dining situations for both 
sandwich and fried chicken meal 
prepared at home and purchased 
by four different sized families 
Every attempt was made to dupli 
cate the restaurant meal in the 
home situation as closely as possi 
ble 

lhe study confirmed the smaller 
the family unit, the greater the 
savings realized by opting for the 
restaurant meal. In fact, a single 
person could save as much as 92 
percent by eating a chicken dinner 
out versus preparing a similar 
meal at home 

\s families continue to decrease 
in size and change in structure, the 
option to dine out is even more of 
an economic value Kreul stresses 
The Bureau of Census reports 
family unit size decreased from 
3.14 persons in 1970 to 2.78 in 1979 

a figure expected to drop to 2.5 
by 1980 

Our study clearly shows that a 


restaurant's ability to inexpensi- 
vely produce a meal at a lower 
unit cost is due to the large volume 
of meals served daily. As family 
sizes decrease, that restaurant 
economy of scale naturally makes 
it far more expensive for the home 
chef to produce a low-unit cost 
meal,’’ Kreul summarizes 

Kreul’s study disproved the 
common assumption ‘‘made-from- 
scratch-meals”’ are always less 
expensive. Findings also sharply 
contradict a recent USDA study 
which compared raw food costs of 
a hamburger meal at home with 
the same meal’s menu price in a 
fast food restaurant. The USDA 
concluded the homemade meal to 
be a clear cost savings 

“The USDA study isn’t realis- 
tic,’’ charges Kreul. ‘‘It is a nar- 
row view to compare just the food 
price and totally disregard other 
costs incurred in home food prepa- 
ration — preparer’s time, service, 
clean-up, kitchen facility and utili- 
ty use costs. These variable costs 
are all included, plus profit, in the 
restaurant's menu price and 
should be taken into consideration 
in any price comparison re- 
search.’ 

Studies generally, and wrongly 
overlook the cost of a homemak- 
er’s meal planning, preparation 
and service time. Other household 
costs such as gas and electricity or 
range maintenance, related to 
each meal, have also increased 
Kreul points out, ‘A woman’s ris 
ing opportunity cost of time, or the 
value she places on her uncom- 
mitted time, has given rise to an 
age of convenience foods and more 
frequent meals out 

More than 50 percent of all adult 
females now work, according to 
the U. S. Department of Labor 
Statistics. “‘Double incomes and 
hectic lifestyles have all been in 
strumental in reducing her will 
ingness to cook and have increased 
the practicality of dining out 
Kreul notes

Everybody is familiar with the larger 
established well-known restaurants and ad- 
mittedly most deserve their good reputa- 
tions. However, you do pay for it. 

One of my favorite joys is to search out a 
restaurant not many people have heard of 
which serves fine food. Last week, purely 
by chance, I happened upon one of these 
restaurants. 

The Sea Wolf is a small well-maintained 
seashore restaurant landlocked at the cor- 
ner of Elm and Woodland Streets in Me- 
thuen 

The decor is purely nautical: lobster 
traps and claws, fresh nets and buoys and 
just the right amount of them. There are 
three dining room areas, so there wasn’t 
any wait to speak of. 

The dining room we sat in was quiet and 
relaxing with pleasant music playing. The 
booths were filled. We thought we might 
have to settle for a center row table but a 
booth did come available. I guess I'm a 
booth person at heart. I really do dislike 
being in the center of the room. 

I overheard the owner say that after five 
years they were granted a beer and wine 
license. Since they had made a reputation 
for fine food, the customers that would not 
go there for the sake of a cold brew 
wouldn't have any reason not to go there 

The menu features mostly seafood fare, 
but a sirloin steak and a chicken entree are 
offered. We started our dinners with a cup 
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Sea Wolf Suits The Budget Conscious 


1983 


of fish chowder ($.95) and a shrimp cocktail 
($3.75). 

The fish chéwder was boiling hot and well 
stocked with fresh basic ingredients. The 
shrimp cocktail is not served hotel style but 
rather four icy cold shrimp lay on a bed of 
lettuce served with a wedge of lemon and a 
rather bland seafood cocktail sauce, 

For entrees, we chose baked haddock 
creole en casserole ($5.95) and broiled bay 
scallops ($6.50) which are served with a 
choice of French fries or baked potato or 
rice pilaf, a vegetable, roll and butter and 
topped with onion rings. I also ordered a 
small order of onion rings ($.90). You may 
choose to substitute a salad for the vegeta- 
ble but that is $.50 extra. 

I did notice that several people who en- 
tered after us were served well ahead of us 
but most of those entrees were fried. 

Since our entrees were baked and broiled 
choices, we had a 15 to 20-minute wait. 
When the entrees did arrive, they were 
piping hot and correctly served. Both fish 
items were in separate casserole dishes. 

The rice pilaf was moist and tasty, very 
similar to the variety you can buy in super- 
markets. the vegetable served was cut 
green beans. 

My guest’s scallops were definitely the 
bay variety. They were small, juicy and 
tender and broiled nicely in a rich butter 


sauce 

For those who seek value when dining

FISH FRY *3.99 
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Restaurant Industry Is Rich In History 


The history of public eating service is 
probably as ancient as the Old Testament, 
which frequently refers to inns. 


‘‘Restaurant’’ has its origin in the latin 
root word, ‘‘restaurare’’ which means ‘‘to 
restore.’ In the 16th century, this Latin 
root word was applied to a spicy broth and 
called a ‘restorative beverage.’’ Later it 
was applied to other “restorative’’ foods, 
especially gravy, soups, bouillions, and 
similar preparations. 


The honor for creating the first ‘‘busi- 
nessmen’s lunch’’ apparently belongs to a 
chap named Segius Locates, a Roman in- 
keeper in 50 B.C. He devised the feature for 
ship brokers who were too busy to go home. 

Some authorities claim that the ‘‘medi- 
eval’’ history of the restaurant industry 
began during the French Revolution in 1789, 


when hiding aristocrats were fed in secret 
by their servants. These rendezvous be- 
came known to other aristocrats who were 
willing to pay a small charge for well- 
cooked meals. 

In ancient times, there were places for 
public eating roughly similar to our restau- 
rants. Before the dawn of civilization, when 
people began making their homes in one 
place and occasionally traveling away from 
home — as distinguished from nomads who 
had no real homes — they needed a place to 
eat and sleep enroute. Thus early restau- 
rants were usually in conjunction with 
sleeping accommodations. 

Inns, hotels and monasteries of Europe 
served this function up to the 17th century. 
Chaucer’s Canterbury pilgrims used to 
gather prior to their journeys to the shrine 
of St. Thomas A. Becket to dine and revel. 


rhey also neid inners tnere atter they re- 
turned, at which time the best teller of 
Stories during the pilgrimage was rewarded 
with a free meal and feted. This was the 
idea of the inn host, Barry Baileu, who went 
along on the trip to judge the best tales. 

In England, commoners had patronized 
eating places called ‘‘ordinary”’ as far back 
as 1577. These were taverns which served 
only at specified mealtimes — usually be- 
tween one and four o'clock. 

A noted ordinary frequented by literary 
figures in the 17th century was the Castle 
Ordinary. It burned down in 1666 and was 
rebuilt as Dolly's Chop House. The latter 
gained reknown when ‘‘Dolly’’ introduced 
pretty serving aides instead of waiters. 
Dolly’s Chop House v-as famed for choice of 
beefsteaks and ales, Fielding, Defoe, Swift, 
Dryden, Pope, Gainsborough and Handel 


were steady customers of this Chop House 

When coffee was introduced to Europe, 
the restaurant function was taken over by 
coffee houses which were popular in En- 
gland from the 17th century on. In France, 
the ‘‘Cafe’’ (coffee) arose. The first En- 
glish coffee house was in St. Michaels Al- 
ley, Cornhill, owned by a Greek named 
Pasqua Rosee who was the first to teach the 
method of roasting coffee and to introduce 
it in England 

The first public eating place to be desig- 
nated as a restaurant was opened in Paris 
It was called LeChamp d’Oiseau and its 
proprietor was a gentleman called Boulang- 
er. Over the doorway was a Latin inscrip- 
tion: Venite and me omnes que stomacho 
laboratis et ego restaurabo vos — ‘‘Come to 
me all whose stomachs cry out in anguish 
and I shall restore you.”’

Male diners are better tippers, eat break- 
fast and lunch faster, and have more fun 
eating out than do women. 

B. Brody Seating Company, Chicago, 
manufacturer of contract dining furniture, 
undertook this survey to obtain a better 
idea of trends in the restaurant industry and 
to garner facts which might be relevant to 
the design of dining furniture 

The survey was conducted among 200 
members selected at random from the Na- 
tional Restaurant Association membership, 
with proportional representation from all 48 
continental states

1. Seventy-four percent characterize

Some conclusions: 

1. Dining out involved companionship, 
even at breakfast. Most people eat with two 
persons or more; 38 percent with two or 
more at breakfast, 48 percent at lunch, 57 
percent at dinner 

2. Most dining patrons (47 to 59 percent) 
prefer to sit at tables rather than in booths 
or at the counter 

3. Anywhere from 54 percent to 61 percent 
of diners are men
